REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION FOR THE 


BETHLEHET1 HIGH AND GRADED SCHOOLS. 


Our schools at the present time are in good condition, and 
excellent work in discipline and instruction by an efficient corps 
of teachers is being done in all the departments. A change was 
made in the Grammar Room teacher at the opening of the winter 
term, and the improvement in that room, the most difficult one in 
the whole building to manage, is gratifying The grading of the 
school-yard last season gave a much better appearance from the. 
street during the summer season. Seeding the grounds and plant- 
ing flowers would also give a pleasing effect. A much-needed 
change in the basement of the school building was begun during 
the summer vacation, in thoroughly separating the two depar'- 
ments and putting in a new flight of stairs. But the funds on 
hand would not allow any adequate improvements in the sanitary 
arrangements,—a fact that needs attention. Furnace heat to take 
the place of the old box stoves, would also add greatly to the com- 
fort and health of our school children. A temporary union of 
the Sawyer and South road schools with the village school, was 
effected at the beginning of the winter term, which we wish 
might be continued. The Board of Education have endeavored, 
during the year, to subserve the interests of education as best they 
could for all concerned, with PRoGREss as the watchword.
